Taming, Kans.—CR— The mutiny 


of 229 convicts in a coal mine at 
the Kansas state penitentiary over 
silk underwear and food 
ended 


without violence at 11:10 this morn- 
ing. The rebellious prisoners sent 
up word to Warden M. F. Amrine 
they would surrender.' 


The convict miners capitulated 


without any concessions from the 
warden to demands that they be 
permitted to continue buying silk 
underwear at the commissary and 
to eat bedtime snacks in their cells. 


The strike lasted approximately 4 


hours. 


After sending word through Rob- 


ert Murray, mine superintendent 
who with 12 guards was held a 
prisoner in the 750-foot coal mine 
the convicts crowded into the ele- 
vator cagp at the bottom of the 
shaft and began their return to the 
surface. 


Agree To Surrender 


The decision of the convicts to 


give up was reached after more 
than 20 guards armed with machine 
guns and tear gas descended into 
the pits. 


They were instructed to use theu- 


tear gas and guns to bring the reb- 
els to terms. 


Amrine isssued the orders after 


he had given an emphatic "No" to 
demands for extra food and greater 
freedom and after 22 of the 251 con- 
victs voluntarily came to the sur- 
face. 


The prisoners descended into the 


750-foot shaft between 7 o'clock and 
7:30 a. m. 


Three hours later they sent Mur- 


ray to the top to reiterate their de- 
mands. 


"I absolutely will not meet the 


demands," the warden said.

Previous Attempts 


Murray was superintendent of the 


mine June IS. 1935. when 348 con- 
victs barricaded themselves at the 
bottom, captured several officers 
and stayed there 21 hours before 
guards made their way through an- 
other shaft and subdued them. 


The convicts had demanded bet- 


ter food and a new prison physician. 


On June 24. 1926. 328 miners stay, 


cd in the mine 72 hours, demanding 
cigarcts and better food. Loyal pris- 
oners finally overpowered strike 
leaders, released 14 guards and un- 
blocked the hoist 


On July 10. 1927. 3T2 convicts, 


arotesting overcrowded conditions. 
Barricaded themselves in the shaft. 
Hungry, they capitulated 36 hours 
ater.

In Georgia and Alabama, the vot 


ers may get a chance to speak thei 
mind with ballots if the party ex 
ecutive committees of those state 
feel so inclined. The laws leave i 
up to the committee to decide 
w h e t h e r preferential primarie 
shall be held. 


All other states select delegates 


at party conventions, in which off 
stage maneuvering of the leaders 
often is a factor. 


Name 931 Delegates 


The 14 states that have primary 


laws will furnish approximately 331 
of the upward of 2,100 delegates to 
the Democratic and Republican 
conventions in 1940. This means that 
three-sevenths of the delegates wi 
be chosen in this manner. 
''States which pick their whole 
delegations in primaries, with the 
number they will send to the next 
Democratic convention and the ap- 
proximate size of the Republican 
delegation, follow: 


California, 44 Democratic, 
ap- 


proximately 44 Republican; Florida 
14 and 12; Massachusetts 34 and 33; 
Nebraska 14 and 14; New Hamp- 
shire 8 and 11; New Jersey 32 and 
32; Ohio 42 and 52; Oregon 10 and 
10; Pennsylvania 72 and 75; South 
Dakota 8 and 8; West Virginia 1C 
and 16; Wisconsin 24 and 24. 


New York will select 86 of its 94 


Democratic delegales in a primary, 
and Illinois will pick 50 of its 58

way. 


Depend on Committee 


The number of Republican dis- 


trict delegates these and other 
states choose in this manner de- 
pends on the decisions of the Re- 
publican national committee. 


If Alabama and Georgia should 


have Democratic primaries, that 
would supply 46 more names to be 
chosen by the voters — 22 in Ala- 
bama and 24 in Georgia. The Re- 
publicans in those states always se- 
lect delegates in conventions. 


Several of the primary states re- 


quire candidates 
for delegate to 


specify their first and second choices 
for presidential nominee. Wisconsin 
requires a specification of prefer- 
ence for both presidential and vice 
presidential nominations. 


Some states also require that 


presidential candidates must file 
applications for participation in the 
primaries. This usually serves to 
"smoke out" potential candidates 
who have not announced definitely 
that they are in the race.

It also 
is devoting some attention to sales methods, suggest- 
ing that individuals are pushed by high-pressure 
selling methods into taking insurance which they 
cannot afford to carry. 


The turnover in insurance policies is enormous and

carries through to the payoff provided for in the contract—about 18 per 
cent at the maximum, according to the figures, the remainder being ter- 
minated by lapse, surrender or in other ways. In the last 10 years about 
$158,000,000,000 in life insurance has been written and against that about 
$133,000,000,000 has been terminated, 80 per cent of tftis face value being

Probiny Extent Of 
Rate Fixing Combines 


During the last few 'days, the 


TNEC testimony has been concern- 
ed with ascertaining the extent to 
which companies combine to fix 
rates. One memorandum from an 
insurance executive to his superior 
reported that Haley Fiske. presi- 
dent of Metropolitan Life, has re- 
fused to go into a conference with 
other companies to 
£ix certain 


group insurance rates. It was sus- 
pected that this was an attempt by 
Metropolitan to "break over the 
races," but Mr. Fiske denied that 
and said he believed Uiat getting 
together with other company re- 
presentatives, even in an informal 
way. would be a violation of law. 


Memorandums concerning anoth- 
er meeting reported that one insur- 
ance executive had beer found to 
be straining the rules for his com- 
pany's advantage and-that he was 
"badly chastised," but that it was 
apparent on the basis of his im- 
proper practices that "he deserved 


the rough handling he was getting." 
The memorandum also developed 
that two 6f the weaker companies 
in the group were threatening to 
withdraw, "in order to enjoy rate 
cut opportunities." .

Before congress there has been pend- 


ing for long a bill to outlaw block booking 
and blind selling of films by the producers. 
Under the rule of block booking a thea- 
ter is forced to buy its pictures in blocks 
and denied the privilege of selecting such 
individual pictures as it considers suit- 
able for its clientele or answerable to their 
demands. Blind booking, a practice also 
compelled by the producers, requires the 
purchase of films by the theaters before 
they can be seen, ofttimes before they 
are even released. 


It is obvious fiat these practices are 


highly beneficial to the producer and just 
as hurtful to the theater "owners. They 
eliminate practically all risk in the pro- 
duction business. If a poor or worthless 
film is produced it is sold nevertheless. 
The practices tend, too, to eliminate all 
individualism from the theater business, 
and prevent that nicer form of competi- 
tion whereby the one who selects careful- 
ly and presents attractively earns the pub- 
lic support and approval of his commu- 
nity. 


The act of congress designed to do 


away with these practices simply could 
get nowhere until a New Deal senator by 
the name of Neely from West Virginia, 
aroused at the withering effect of pur- 
chased influences bony hand, 
accused 


Democratic leaders of "naked, unblushing 
and uncomplimentary acts*' designed to 
pat the bill to death.

strength into the closing of that door and 
then he whirled the screws to make it fast 
and water tight. 
He afterwards said, 


"There was no time for sentiment." That 
depends much upon how one defines sen- 
timent. Sentiment is not always as limp 
as a wet dish rag. It may include a lib- 
eral amount of the sort of fine and manly 
intelligence Maness employed, the senti- 
ment for the greater number, the senti- 
ment for logic and reason and sense. 


The truth of it is that Maness did not 


weaken at the necessity of making a 
heartbreaking 
decision, 
and 
in 
the 


strength he evidenced there was inter- 
woven some of the very best sentiment 
that can be imagined. Had he weak- 
ened, had he surrendered to the maudlin 
weakness^ that is so erroneously designa- 
ted as sentiment, he would probably have 
destroyed 33 more lives than were bound 
to be destroyed* anyway upon that un- 
happy occasion.

plenty of men whose thinking apparatus 
is as clear, whose muscles are as supple 
and powerful and whose resolution may 
be as inflexible as that

Maness.

TRAFFIC MOVEMENT IN THE RAIN 


The Appleton police force, being es- 


sentially human, must have a human dis- 
like for getting out into the rain. At the 
same time," it has little choice in the mat- 
ter. 
Consequently, it is difficult to rec- 


oncile the cluttered condition of the Col- 
lege avenue business district, whenever 
a downpour occurs, with the fact that 
traffic regulations are supposed to be en- 
forced under all conditions. 


The immediate causes of dangerous 


and delaying snarls are double parking, 
hogging of two traffic lanes, and making 
improper turns at intersections (i. e.: 
turning right from left hand lanes, and 
vice-versa). These causes, which exist 
at all times to some extent, are particu- 
larly dangerous when the skid menace 
is present and when rain reduces visi- 
bility. 


Appleton is one of the few valley cit- 


ies with a. principal thoroughfare accom- 
modating four lanes of traffic—two in 
each direction. 
Yet improper 
driving 


practices may reduce the flow of cars by 
one hdlf, usually at a time when we most 
need a steady movement of automobiles 
and pedestrians. 


We appreciate the problem thrust into 


the hands of Appleton police by an un- 
fortunately large number of uninformed 
drivers, (particularly on Saturdays), and 
we believe that no policeman should be 
on duty on a rainy night unless protected 
with a highly visible white raincoat We 
also appreciate the fact that, under cir- 
cumstances such as we have described, 
Applelon is a more difficult and danger- 
ous place to drive than cities with far 
greater population and motor traffic.

Sellery Says 


Menasba — Colleges and univer- 


sities cannot build character, Dean 
George C. Sellery of the University 
of Wisconsin told delegates to the 
state Lions convention at the Mon- 
day afternoon business session at 
the Menasha High school auditor- 
ium. 


"Character is inherited and can 


be fostered but it cannot be ac- 
quired by study," the veteran edu- 
cator declared. He pointed out that 
admiration of some one with a 
well-rounded character can result 
in improvement in the character of 
a youth. 


The dean divided his discussion 


of knowledge inside college and out 
into three sections. In the first he 
discussed the problem of unifying 
the academic fragments such as 
literature, science and politics. He 
pointed out that even 600 years ago 
writers criticized educators in spe- 
cial fields because those educators 
thought their particular subject was 
the only important one and alone 
could supply sufficient knowledge 
for the government of the world. 


Schools have worked on unifying 


the various academic subjects but 
face a difficult task. Comprehen- 
sive examinations at the end of 
four years of schooling, only show 
the student's aptitude in the field 
in which he specialized. Orienta- 
tion, courses in which the instruc- 
tor covers the whole field result in 
work by tne teacher but the stu- 
dent is passive. 


Teaching- To Think 


Having the instructor hook-up 


his course with other fields is sat- 
isfactory only when the instructor 
himself has a well-rounded educa- 
tion and too often the instructor is 
interested only in his particular 
field. "The chief purpose of a col- 
lege education is to teach the. stu- 
dent to think, to discriminate, to 
have insight," the dean declared. 


The second problem discussed by 


the dean was the unification of col- 
lege studies with life. 
Bookish 


knowledge alone is not enough, the 
dean said. 
He pointed out that 


many students acquire theoretical 
knowledge but cannot handle con- 
crete problems. "Success in books 
at college is no guarantee of suc- 
cess in the -world."

BABY BIRDS 


A new-hatched chick may seem 


a bit puzzled about the world into 
which it has come. It is likely to 
stand around for. a while, and per- 
haps it will shake Itself, but soon 
it starts walking or running, 
.t 


looks for somjtuing to cat and finds 
it 


Four baby jays all waiting for the 


same thing. 
When under the care of a hen, 


little chicks' follow her about She 
appears to teach them things, and 
surely she "mothers" them under 
her wings. Yet chicks which come 
from an incubator get along well 
enough, if they are supplied with 
water and proper food, and are 
kept from being chilled. 


It is a different story with birds 


which are born in nests in trees. 
They hatc'i from smaller eggs and 
for many days they are not fitted to 
go into the wide world. Hour after 
hour, day after day, tneir parents 
work to obtain food for them. 


The greed of baby birds seems to 


have no end. When one of the par- 
ents comes to the nest with a tid- 
bit, the babies show that iSrhile they 
may be little they at least have big 
mouths! Each baby opens his mouth 
waiting for worms, insects, seeds or 
other food to be dropped in, or 
pushed m. 


Baby birds 
often 
have 
fluffy 


"down" on their bodies when they 
come from the egg, but not always. 
New-hatched sparrows are bare as 
they can be, and the same is true 
of young crows. Baby owls are bare, 
or almost bare, at the start, but they 
quickly grow a thick coat of down. 
Sparrows and crows are much slow- 
er in growing down, but at last they 
cb obtain it. 


The kingfisher is among the few 


kinds of birds which do not have 
down before they grow feathers. 


The down of a bird may not be 


colored at all like the feathers of 
its parents. The snowy owl, for ex- 
ample, has white feathers but its 
young are covered with black down. 


Feathers take the place of down. 


when some birds are three •wjeeks 
old. Other young birds do 'not ob- 
tain all their feathers until they 
are four weeks old, or more. When 
they have all their plumage, we 
say they are "full-fledged." 


Sooner or later, the baby bird 


leaves its nest. In general, the little 
ones show they want to get started 
making their own way, but some 
seem to hang back and to need a 
little pushing before they go over 
the edge for their first flight 


Now and then we may come upon 


a baby bird which has left its nest 
too soon, and is helpless on 
the 


ground. If it does not have all its 
feathers, and if we can do so with- 
out danger to ourselves, it is well to 
put the baby bird back jn its nest 
When a baby bird must be handled, 
great care should be taken to be 
gentle with it, and not to hold it 
long.
